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Recommendations and Comments 


Recommendation No. I. 

We have to report that such information a- swe received about countries other 
than Palestine gave no hope of substantial assistance in finding homes for Jews 
wishing or impelled to leave Europe. 

But Palestine alone cannot meet the emigration needs of the Jewish victims 

of Nazi and Fascist persecution: The whole world 
THE EUROPEAN PROBLEM shares responsibility for them and indeed for the 
resettlement of all “displaced persons.” 

We, therefore, recommend that our governments together, and in association 
with other countries, should endeavor immediately to find new homes for all such 
“displaced persons,” irrespective of creed or nationality, whose ties with their 
former communities have been irreparably broken. 

Though emigration will solve the problems of some victims of persecution, 
the overwhelming majority, including a considerable number of Jews, will con- 
tinue to live in Europe. We recommend therefore that our governments endeavor 
to secure that immediate effect is given to the provision of the United Nations 
charter calling for “universal respect for an observance of human rights-and fun- 
damental freedoms for all without distinction as to race, sex, language, or religion.” 


Comment 

In recommending that our governments, in association with other countries, 
ghould endeavor to find new homes for “displaced persons,” we do not suggest that 
any country should be asked to make a permanent change in its immigration policy. 
The conditions, which we have seen in Europe, are unprecedented, and so unlikely 

to arise again that we are convinced that special provision could and should be made 

-jn existing immigration laws to meet this unique and peculiarly distressing situa- 
tion. Furthermore, we believe that much could be accomplished—particularly in 
regard to those “displaced persons,” including Jews, who have relatives in countries 
outside Europe—by a relaxation of administrative regulations. 

Our investigations havet led us to believe that a considerable number of Jews 
will continue to live in most European countries. In our view the ma’ss emigration 
of all European Jews would be of service neither to the Jews themselves nor to 
Europe. Every effort should be made to enable the Jews to rebuild their shattered 
communities, while permitting those Jews, who wish to do so, to emigrate. In 
order to achieve this, restitution of Jewish property should be effected as soon as 
possible. Our investigations showed us that the Governments chiefly concerned had 
for the most part already passed legislation to this end. A real obstacle, however, 
to individual restitution is that the attempt to give effect to this legislation is fre- 
quently a cause of active anti-Semitism. We suggest that, for the reconstruction of 
the Jewish communities, restitution of their-corporate property, either through 
feparations payments or through other means, is of the first importance. 
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Nazi occupation has left behind it a legacy of anti-Semitism. This cannot be 
combated by legislation alone. The only really effective antidotes are the enforce 
ment by each Government of guaranteed civil liberties and equal rights, a program 
of education in the positive principles of democracy, the sanction of a strong world 
public opinion—combined with economic recovery and stability. 

Recommendation No. 2. 

We reccomend (A) that 100,000 certificates be authorized immediately for the 
; admission into Palestine of Jews who have been the 
victims of Nazi and Fascist persecutions: (B) that 
these certificates be awarded as far as possible in 1946 
and that actual immigration be pushed forward as 
rapidly as conditions will permit. 


REFUGEE IMMIGRATION 
INTO PALESTINE 


Comment 

The number of Jewish survivors of Nazi and Fascist persecution with whom 
we have to deal far exceeds 100,000; indeed there are more than that number in 
Germany, Austria and Italy alone. Although nearly a year has passed since their 
liberation, the majority of those in Germany and Austria are still living in assembly 
centers, the so-called “camps,” island communities in the midst of those at whose 
hands they suffered so much. 

In their interests and in the interests of Europe, the centers should be closed 
and their camp life ended. Most of them have cogent reasons for wishing to leave 
Europe. Many are the sole survivors of their families and few have any ties binding 
them to the countries in which they used to live. 

Since the end of histilities, little has been done to provide for their resettlement 
elsewhere. Immigration laws and restrictions bar their entry to most countries and 
much time must pass before such laws and restrictions can be altered and effect 
given to the alterations. Some can go to countries where they have relatives; oth- 
ers may secure inclusion in certain quotas. Their number is comparatively small. 

We know of no country to which the great majority can go in the immediate 
future other than Palestine. Furthermore that is where almost all of them want to 
go. There they are sure that they will receive a welcome denied them elsewhere. 
There they hope to enjoy peace and rebuild their lives. 

We believe it is essential that they should be given an opportunity to do so at 
the earliest possible time. Furthermore we have the assurances of the leaders of 
the Jewish Agency that they will be supported and cared for. 

We recommend the authorization and issue of 100,000 certificates for these rea- 
sons and because we feel that their immediate issue will have a most salutary 
effect upon the whole situation. 

In the awarding of these certificates priority should as far as possible be given 
to those in the centers, and to those liberated in Germany and Austria who are no 
longer in the centers but remain in those countries. We do not desire that other

Jewish victims who wish or will be impelled by their circumstances to leave the 
countries where they now are, or that those who fled from persecution before the 
outbreak of war, should be excluded. We appreciate that there will be difficulty in 
deciding questions of priority, but none the less we urge that so far as possible 
such a system should be adhered to, and that, in applying it, primary consideration 
should be given to the aged and infirm, to the very young and also to skilled work- 
men whose services will be needed for many months on work rendered necessary 
by the large influx. 

It should be made clear that no advantage in the obtaining of a certificate is to 
be gained by migrating from one country to another, or by entering Palestine 
illegally. 

Receiving so large a number will be a heavy burden on Palestine. We feel sure 
that the authorities will shoulder it and that they will have the full cooperation of 
the Jewish Agency. 

Difficult problems will confront those responsible for organizing and carrying 
out the movement. The many organizations— public and private—working in Europe 
will certainly render all the aid they can; we mention UNRRA especially. Coopera- 
tion by all throughout is necessary. 

We are sure that the Government of the United States, which has shown such 
keen interest in this matter, will participate vigorously and generously with the 
Government of Great Britain in its fulfillment. There are many ways in which help 
can be given. 

Those who have opposed the admission of these unfortunate people into Pales- 
tine should know that we have fully considered all that they have put before us. 
We hope, that they will look upon the situation again, that they will appreciate the 
considerations which have led us to our conclusion, and that above all, if they cannot 
see their way to help, at least they will not make the position of these sufferers 
more difficult, 

Recommendation No. 3. 

In order to dispose, once and for all, of the exclusive claims of Jews and Arabs 
to Palestine, we regard it as essential that a 
clear statement of the following principles 
should be made: I. That Jew shall not domin- 
ate Arab and Arab shall not dominate Jew 
in Palestine. II. That Palestine shall be neither a Jewish state nor an Arab state. 
III. That the form of government ultimately to be established, shall, under inter- 
national guarantee, fully protect and preserve the interests in the Holy Land of 
Christendom and of the Moslem and Jewish faiths. 

Thus Palestine must ultimately become a state which guards the rights and 
interests of Moslems, Jews and Christians alike; and accords to the inhabitants, as 
a whole, the fullest measure of self-government, consistent with the three para- 
mount principles set forth above. 


PRINCIPLES OF GOVERNMENT: 
NO ARAB, NO JEWISH STATE 


Comment 


Throughout the long and bloody struggle of Jew and Arab for dominance in 
Palestine, each crying fiercly: “This land is mine”—except for the brief reference in 
the Report of the Royal Commission (Hereinafter referred to as the Peel Report) 
and the little evidence, written and oral, that we received on this point—the great 
interest of the Christian World in Palestine has been completely overlooked, glossed 
over or brushed aside. 

We, therefore, emphatically declare that Palestine is a Holy Land, sacred to 
Christian, to Jew and to Moslem alike; and because it is a Holy Land, Palestine is 
not, and can never become, a land which any race or religion can justly claim as 
its very own. 

We further, in the same emphatic way, affirm that the fact that it is the Holy 
Land, sets Palestine completely apart from other lands, and dedicates it to the 
precepts and practices of the Brotherhood of Man, not those of narrow nationalism. 

For another reason, in the light of its long history, and particularly its history of 
the last thirty years, Palestine cannot be regarded as either a purely Arab or a 
purely Jewish land. 

The Jews have a historic connection Avith the country. The Jewish National 
Home, though embodying a minority of the population, is today a reality established 
under international guarantee. It has a right to continued existence, protection and 
development. 

Yet Palestine is not, and never can be a purely Jewish land. It lies at the cross- 
roads of the Arab world. Its Arab population, descended from long-time inhabitants 
of the area, rightly look upon Palestine as their homeland. 

It is therefoge neither just nor practicable that Palestine should become either 
an Arab State, in which an Arab majority would control the destiny of a Jewish 
minority, or a Jewish State, in which a Jewish majority would control that of an 
Arab minority. In neither case would minority guarantees afford adequate protec- 
tion for the subordinated group. 

A Palestinian put the matter thus: “In the hearts of us Jews there has always 
been a fear that some day this country would be turned into an Arab State and the 
Arabs would rule over us. This fear has at times reached the proportions of terror. 
... Now this same feeling of fear has started up in the hearts of Arabs... . fear 
lest the Jews acquire the ascendancy and rule over them.” 

Palestine, then, must be established as a country in which the legitimate na- 
tional aspirations of both Jews and Arabs can be reconciled, without either side 
fearing the ascendancy of the other. In our view this cannot be done under any 
form of constitution in which a mere numerical majority is decisive, since it is 
precisely the struggle for a numerical majority which bedevils Arab-Jewish relations. 
To ensure genuine self-government for both the Arab and the Jewish communities, 
this struggle must be made purposeless by the constitution itself. 


Recommendation No. 4. 


We have reached the conclusion that the hostility between Jews and Arabs and, 

in particular, the determination of each to achieve

Comment 


We recognize that in view of the powerful forces both Arab and Jewish, oper- 
ating from outside Palestine, the task of Great Britain, as Mandatory, has not been 
easy. The Peel Commission declared in 1937 that the Mandate was unworkable, 
and the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations thereupon 
pointed out that it became almost unworkable once it was publicly declared to be so 
by such a body. Two years later the British Government, having come to the con- 
clusion that the alternative of Partition proposed by the Peel Commission was also 
unworkable, announced their intention of taking steps to terminate the Mandate 
by the establishment of aniindependent Palestine State. Our recommendations are 
based on what we believe at this stage to be as fair a measure of justice to all as 
we can find in view of what has gone before and of all that has been done. We

Halfof Yale's Jewish Students Don’t 
WanttoLiveas Jews, Survey Shows 


NEW YORK—Less than half of 74 Jewish students of Yale 
University who answered a questionnaire want to live as Jews 
and feel the desirability of a continued Jewish existence as a dis- 
tinct, cultural, religious or national group, it is disclosed in a 
survey published in the current issue of the Yivo Bleter, the publi- 
cation of the Yiddish Scientific Institute. 

The majority of the students, whose average was 18 years and 
four months, felt that their Jewishness was a hindrance or at best 
a neutral factor in their daily lives, according to the survey. Twenty- 
four per cent, or almost one-fourth of the group, felt that complete 
assimilation would be the best solution to the Jewish problem. 

A total of 38 per cent declared themselves atheists, 44 per cent 
had no definite view and only 18 per cent believed in divine guidance. 

2abbi Meyer Greenberg, director of the Hillel Foundation at 
Yale University, made the study on the attitudes of the Jewish 
undergraduates at Yale toward Judaism. 

The survey was based on a questionnaire submtted to 94 Jew- 
ish students at Yale. A total of 69 out of the 74 students who 
answered the questionnaire were born in the United States and 
the great majority of them were Americans of the second gener. 
tion. Twenty-seven students went to a Hebrew school for an aver- 
age of three years, 25 attended only a Sunday School; and 14 had 
private teachers, or had no Jewish education at all. 


SURVEY FINDINGS

Synagogue Attendance 
31 per cent of the students do not attend synagogue at any time. 

20 per cent attend the synagogue only during the High Holidays. 

42 per cent attend synagogue services on High Holidays and on 
other occasions. 

7 per cent attend the synagogue at least once a week. 
Attitude Toward Judaism 

Only 40 per cent of the students felt that the fact that they 
are Jews had a beneficial influence on their daily lives. 

The majority felt their Jewishness was a hindrance, or at best 
a neutral factor. 
Identification With the Jewish Community 

Less than 50 per cent of the students want to live as Jews and 
feel the desirability of a continued Jewish existence as a distinct 
cultural, religious or national group. 

24 per cent felt that complete assimilation would be the best 
solution of the Jewish problem. r 

The rest had no views on the question. 
Mixed Marriages 

47 per cent of the students have no objection to mixed mar- 
rages even if the non-Jewish party does not become a convert to 
Judaism. 

34 per cent were opposed to mixed marriages; and the remain- 
ing 19 per cent were undecided. 

Many students felt that mixed marriages are the best way to 
weaken anti-Semitism in this country. 
Anti-Semitism 

Anti-Semitism is by far the most vital and the most annoying 
problem in the lives of the students. 

68 per cent of them felt that American Jews must organize 
themselves to fight anti-Semitism. 
18 per cent felt that organized combatting of anti-Semitsm will

if judged technically sound, be undertaken by any private organization, even though 
that organization, as suggested by the Jewish Agency, should give an assurance of 


Arab benefits and Arab participation in the management.

We recommend that, in the interests of the conciliation of the two peoples and 
of general improvement of the Arab standard of living, the educa- 


tional system of both Jews and Arabs be reformed including the 
introduction of compulsory education within a reasonable time. 


Comment 

In Chapter XIV of the Peel Report, the bad features of the educational system 
of Palestine and the great disparity between the money spent on Arab and Jewish 
education were pointed out. The Report also emphasized that both Jewish and 
Arab education in Palestine were nationalistic in character. Particular attention 
was Called to nationalist propaganda in Arab schools. 

Our investigations disclosed that today the Jewish schools also—controlled and 
largely financed by the Jewish community—are imbued with a fiery spirit of na- 
tionalism,. They have become most effective agencies for inculcating a spirit of 
aggressive Hebrew nationalism. We would urge most strongly that adequate con- 
trol must be exercised by the Government over the education of both Jews and 
Arabs, in order to do away with the present excited emphasis on racialism and the 
perversion of education for propaganda purposes. The Government should ensure, 
by a careful supervision of text books and curricula, and by inspection of schools 
that education contributes to the conciliation of the two peoples. 

We believe further that a large share of responsibilty for Arab education might 
well be assumed by an Arab community, similar to the Jewish community already 
established in Palestine. But if the Arab and Jewish communities are to set them- 
selves the goal of compulsory education, a much higher proportion of the annual 
Palestinian budget must be devoted to education than heretofore, most of which 
will be spent on Arab education. This will only be possible if the proportion of the 
budget now devoted to security can be substantially reduced. 

We would also stress the urgent necessity of increasing the facilities for sec- 
ondary, technical and university education available to Arabs. The disparity be- 
tween the standard of living of the two peoples, to which we have already drawn 
attention, is very largely due to the fact that the Jewish professional and middle 
class so largely outnumbers that of the Arabs. This difference can only be removed 
by a very substantial increase in the facilities for higher education available to 
Arabs.

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HADASSAH TO ENTER SLATE 
OF ALL WOMEN FOR CONGRESS

NEW YORK, N. Y.—Hadassah, the Women’s Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America and Junior Hadassah whose combined membership 
is 180,000 will submit their own slate comprised entirely of women, 
to American Jews who are scheduled to vote for delegates to the 
first peace-time World Zionist Congress which takes place in Pales- 


tine on August 7. Hadassah’s will 
be the only all-woman slate sub- 
mitted to the electorate in this 
country. 

Both Junior and senior Ha- 
dassah are general Zionist bodies, 
as is the Zionist Organization of 
America which will also have its 


own slate. Election of delegates ~~ 


to represent all Zionist parties 
will be held throughout the 
United States on June 16 and 17 

Hadassah will also seek the 
election of a woman to the World 
Zionist Executive, believing that 
“the tens of thousands of Ameri- 
can Jewish women enrolled in 
our ranks are entitled to repre- 
sentation on the Executive which 
is charged with the duty of carry- 
ing out Congress deliberations.” 

Together with other General 
Zionists, Hadassah is pledged “to 
support a sound upbuilding pro- 
gram for Palestine in which in 
dustry and agriculture will be 
permitted to develop their fullest 
possibilities; in which the im- 
portance of Jewish traditions are 
interwoven into the fabric of 
Jewish national life.” 


Paper Under AMG 
Prints Murder Lie

MUNICH—tThe general atmos- 
phere of good will and hope in 
which the Passover holidays 
were celebrated by the displaced 
Jews in Germany was marred by 
an incident in Stuttgart which 
for a time caused much anxiety 
to the Jews in the camps of that 
city and in the American zone as 
a whole. 

When a little German girl] dis- 
appeared from her home in Stutt- 
gart immediately a rumor was 
spread that the child was kid- 
napped by the Jews and killed 
for ritual purposes. Much to the 
surprise of the Jews, the German 
newspaper, Stuttgarter Zeitung, 
published under the auspices of 
the American military» authori- 
ties, printed the rumor in a no- 
tice about the disappearance of 
the child without commenting 
one way or another about the 
ritual murder accusation. The 
newspaper merely remarked that 
it refrains from discussing the 
question whether Jews use blood 
for Matzos or not, but asked the 
readers to wait until it would be 
definitely ascertained whether 
the child was really kidnapped. 

The child as usual was found 
in a few days, but the paper did 
not even mention the fact in its 
columns. The Jews of Stuttgart 
were greatly chagrined that the 
American authorities had allowed 
such a rumor to be published in 
an American controlled news-

Charge Reactionaries

or militant formulae which hide 
reactionary tendencies, and will 
support the progressive labor 
forces at the coming Zionist Con- 
gress. 


2. In joining the Labor Zionist 
and Progressive Bloc, Hashomer 
Hatzair wishes to state that it 
has not changed in any way its 
position on the Biltmore Pro- 
gram.

BOSTON, Mass.—Secretary of 
Commerce Henry A. Wallace 
rapped Britain’s program in Pal- 
estine when he addressed the Mas- 
sachusetts Independent Voters 
League meeting at the Hotel 
Bradford here on Sunday. 

He declared that the difficulties 
between Arabs and Jews in Pal- 
estine would not be so great if 
the English “came clean.” 

“T hope sometime there will be 
an international organization 
working on a self-liquidation basis 
functioning for the good of all 
mankind. The United States can 
contribute technicians to such a 
program. 

“I’d like to see worked out 
along these lines a Jordan Valley 
Authority, available to the Jews 
and the Arabs alike. Let these 
brother races put their attention 
on who can produce the most 
crops. I’m not so sure the politi- 
cal rivalry would be so great if 
certain hands were kept off. 

“In other words I’d have the 
British keep hands off. I’d have 
the British come clean.”

TEL AVIV—Troops of the Sixth Airborne Division, seven of 
whose comrades were killed by Jewish terrorists last week, attacked 
the Jewish villages of Nathanya, Beer-Tuvia, and Givat Hayim about 
30 miles from Tel Aviv. Many persons were manhandled and win. 
dows of houses and shops were shattered and furniture smashed. 

In a statement issued here declaring that the attacks were 
being investigated, the military authorities said that they “deeply 
deplore such incidents especially in face of British troops’ admirable 
patience and restraint in face of repeated and unprovoked attacks, 
culminating in the brutal murder of seven of their comrades.” 

Tel Aviv remained out of bounds to all British troops except for 
reinforcements patrolling the streets, as tension in the city con- 
tinued high. In an official statement, the municipal council expressed 
regret at the “outrageous murder” of the seven men, but added 
that resentment was felt at the announcement by Maj. Gen. A. J. H. 
Cassels, commander of the Sixth Airborne Division, that the entire 
population of the city was responsible for the terror. It added that 
it felt that unjust punishment had been visited upon a population 
which was opposed to criminal acts. 

Charges Jewish Leaders Knew of Attack 

Gen. Cassels summoned Acting Mayor Eliezer Perlson and told 
him that he was imposing a dusk-to-dawn curfew in the Lydda and 
Samaria districts, which include Tel Aviv, and was closing all res. 
taurants and places of entertainment in the city after 8 p. m. Gen. 
Cassels said that he was sure that many residents of the city had 
known of the plot in advance and that Perlson could, if he wished, 
furnish information leading to the arrest of those responsible. He 
added: “My decision to restrict the whole community has been made 
in order to maintain public security and because I hold the com. 
munity to blame.” 

Jewish leaders, led by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, and the Hebrew 
press, strongly condemned the violence. Following statements by 
the executive committee of the Jewish Agency and the Jewish Na- 
tional Council scoring the perpetrators of the attack, Dr. Weiz.- 
mann issued a statement expressing his “abhorrence”? at a crime 
“which could only discredit anyone connected with it.” He said 
that he was certain that all Palestine Jews condemned such crimes 
and expressed sympathy to the families of the dead soldiers. 

At the same time, the Palestine Government Information Office 
told correspondents that the High Commissioner was shocked by 
the attack, which he charged was not justified by considerations of 
any character—military or otherwise—since the car park was not 
a military objective. 

Attack Lasts 3 Hours, Highly Coordinated 

The three-hour attack opened with the explosion of an anti-per. 
sonnel grenade in the parking area adjoining the police station, 
according to this morning’s official communique. The attackers fol- 
lowed up with small arms and machine gun fire and, under cover 
of the fire, rushed and captured a guard tent in the parking area, 
A quantity of arms were removed from the tent and from military 
vehicles. 

House-to-house searches followed the establishment of a_ troop 
and police cordon. More than 1,500 people were questioned and 
seventy-nine were held for further investigation.

The extraordinary Dallas campaign was sparked by the Advance Gifts Division 
which produced $394,585—virtually the entire quota—at the opening of the drive. 
Leslie L. Jacobs, chairman of the Southwest Region of the United Jewish Appeal, 


headed the Advance Gifts Division. 


The total also includes $70,000 raised by 234 non-Jews of Dallas under the lead- 
ership of the Dallas newspaper publishers—Tom Gooch of the Times-Herald and 


Ted Dealey of the Morning News. 


A major factor in the overwhelming success of the Dallas drive in behalf of the 
United Jewish Appeal was the Women’s Division which, capitalizing on new cam- 
paign techniques, raised a record total of $80,011—exactly double the 1946 goal that 
was assigned to it.

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DESERT OUTPOST 


AVE you ever wondered 
H what becomes of the boys 
and girls Youth Aliyah saves from 
the terror of Europe and brings 
to Palestine? After they have 
been healed and educated, what 
happens to them? What do they 
do? 

This is a story of fifteen halut- 
zim—most of them Youth Aliyah 
graduates—and of the new fron- 
tier colony they are building in 
the Negev, the dry wastelands of 
the Palestinian Southland. It was 
told by Eliezer Spector, a visitor 
to the colony, in an article he 
wrote for the Hadassah News- 
letter. 

Around the table in their din- 
ing hut at Beth Eshel, fifteen 
young men and women sit at 
their evening meal. The room is 
quiet except for the clatter of 
knives and forks for the young 
people are tired and hungry after 
a long hard day’s work. Their 
dining room is a patchwork hut 
made from pieces of gasoline tins 
and from boards taken from large 
packing cases. Two primus cook- 
ing stoves hiss loudly as they 
burn. The table and benches are 
made of old planks. 

When they finish their meal 
and begin to talk, it is about their 
daring attempt to establish the 
settlement of Beth Eshel in the 
dry land of the Negev. 

What they have now is only 
an observation post. They are 


coming to know this new land 

and are experimenting to see 
what will grow here, 
* * * 

THE NEGEV is mostly flat 


land with desolate plains stretch- 
ing as far as the eye can see. No 
people, no houses, no greenery 
can be seen except for a camp 
of Bedouins or a solitary tree 
that has survived the dry heat 
and dust. 

In the Negev it is very hot or 
very cold. The summer sun is 
scorching. The winter winds 
Sweeping unchecked over miles 
of plainland make the winters 
unbearably cold. The skies may 
be cloudless for months. Then 
suddenly there come fierce rain- 
storms and even floods. 

The settlers welcome heavy 


rains in the Spring for that means 
there will be good crops. If there 
is little rain, they know there will 
be little to harvest. 

Water is the chief concern of 
the Negev pioneers. Even in the 
time of Abraham, the Bible tells 
us, the settlers in this Jand prayed 
for springs of water. At Beth 
Eshel, a well has been sunk; but 
it gives only a small amount of 
water per hour (five cubic me- 
ters). 

* ok * 

IN SPITE of these handicaps, 
the young pioneers planted wheat 
and barley at Beth Eshel. They 
tended the crops lovingly and 
without rest. When they harvest- 
ed the grain, they found they had 
over 400 pounds per acre. Now 
they have planted orchards. If 
faith and hard work are enough, 
their trees will be heavy with 
fruit. Their hope however, is to 
discover some underground water 
supply or to have a really big 
irrigation project built. 

Today, the pioneers at Beth 
Eshel work together on all their 
projects. But when the colony 
is firmly established, they hope 
it will be a Moshav. You know 
that the land is the property of 
all the Jews through the Jewish 
National Fund and it is leased 
to the halutzim. Each settler in 
a Moshav is given enough land 
for him and his family to work 
successfully. No hired labor is 
permitted. Each settler is started 
off with the same amount of farm 
equipment and tools. The plan is 
for no one to be rich and no one 
to be poor. 

If one farmer has bad luck, the 
others come to his aid. When the 
harvest is in, the settlers sell it 
through one marketing set-up, 
called a cooperative. When they 
need materials, they buy together, 
through another cooperative. In 
a Moshav, each settler is inde- 
pendent and free to work his land 
as he sees fit. Yet, in the spots 
where he needs help, he works 
together with the rest of the col- 
ony. 

THEODOR HERZL, during

obtaining a charter for Palestine 
itself from the Sultan of Turkey. 
He sent experts to look over the 
land and they reported that it 
would be possible to settle Jews 
there if surplus water from the 
Nile river in Egypt could be chan- 
neled to the land. Herzl had high 
hopes for the territory, but his 
dreams came to nothing. For 
world politicians, who were 
against a Jewish settlement, said 
that Egypt had no water to spare. 


Now forty years after Herzl’s 
death, these young boys and girls, 
whom Youth Aliyah brought to 
Palestine, are working to make 
Theodor Herzl’s hope come true. 
Camel caravans still wind through 
the Negev. But here and there 
a modern tractor guided by Jew- 
ish hands gives promise of a 
green land. 


Earlier pioneers in Palestine 
found rocky wastes and swamps, 
and they made garden spots of 
them. Now these young pioneers, 
escaped from Europe’s concen- 
tgation camps, are using all their 
strength and will and_ intelli- 
gence to make new gardens to 
welcome their Jewish brothers 
and sisters who are still to be 
saved.

HOLLYWOOD 


HEN 20th Century-Fox Studio signed Georgie Jessel as a 
ae Hollywood raised surprised eyebrows. Somehow, 
Hollywood had never thought of funnyman Jessel as a high-pow- 
ered movie producer. But that was Hollywood’s fault—not Georgie’s. 
After all, he had a background of thirty-five years of varied ex- 
perience in the fine art of entertainment. 

Starting as a boy singer, with a sideline talent for mimicry 
and witty monologues, he became famous first as a comedian. Later 
he was to win acclaim as a sensitive, serious actor. He also became 
a noted master-of-ceremonies, and an even more noted after-dinner 
speaker. Audiences learned about him, and he learned about audi- 
ences—in person, in pictures and via the radio. Not only had he 
been a star, but he had written shows, cast them, budgeted them, 
staged them. He could also claim authorship of countless success- 
ful skits, numerous song hit, several dramatic short stories, a few 
Broadway plays and a best-selling autobiography, “So Help Me.” 

WHEN I DROPPED IN on Georgie Jessel the other day, I 
found him sitting behind a magnificent hand-carved antique desk 
with scrips, sketches, contracts, photographs, musical scores, letters, 
telegrams and what not piled high. With a big fat cigar stuck 
between his teeth and working amidst the luxurious surroundings of 
a motion picture studio producer’s office, he looked very important 
and serious. But not for long. The moment I stepped into his office 
he dropped everything, turned on a big grin and requested his sec- 
retary to hold all phone calls and visitors until the press had been 
well staken care of. That’s Georgie’s way of doing things. 

“Whatever made you become a movie producer?” I asked. - 

“One day in New York,” said George, “I found myself riding 
in an elevator wth Joe Schenck, executive production head of 20th 
Century-Fox. I said, in effect, ‘Joe, some doy I'd like to produce 
pictures at your studio.’ Schenck answered, in effect, ‘George, it’s 
a deal—as soon as you finish your show.’” 

SO GEORGE JESSEL, producer, began his 20th Century-Fox 
contract by preparing “The Dolly Sisters,” musical film biography 
of the famous song-and-dance team whose greatest success was con- 
temporary with his own early years in show business. When it 
went into production in January, 1945, it was destined to be the 
the most ambitious musical ever undertaken by 20th Century-Fox 
an auspicious beginning for Georgie’s career as a movie pro- 
ducer. When the film was completed and released throughout the 
eountry, it proved simply, quickly and easily that George Jessel was 
truly destined to become one of Hollywood’s most successful box- 
office producers. The critics loved the picture and the public ate 
it up. And the studio earned a fortune with its release. Nothing 
eould be finer for Georgie. 

Now comes his latest, “Do You Love Me,” and scheduled to 
follow in quick succession are “Hello, My Baby” (the musical story 
of Joe Howard), “The Life of Sol Hurok” (the famous impressario 
and artist’s manager) and “The Life of O. Henry.” The total budget 

ef the pictures have been set at approximately ten millon dollars! 


AND WHAT do you think he’s doing in the meantime, in his 
spare moments? “I’m writing books,” he says. “I’ve just finished 
“Hello, Momma,” soon to be published by the World Publishing 
Company, and I’m in the middle of writing a novel, “Sunless Sume- 
mer.” Of course he has a few other things to do while he’s busy 
writing. Such things as personal appearances at the Whte House, 
dinners given in honor of the country’s most famous men and 
women, radio guest appearances, transcribed programs, songs to 
write, meetings to attend, conferences to speak at, benefits to play. 
“But it’s all in a day’s work,” he says, “and I’m not married to 
My businesss.”’ 

It has been said that George Jessel knows more famous people 
than any other man in the country. I found proof of this when 
I saw the walls of his office—walls lined with autographed photos 
(he’s in most of them) and other mementoes of his world-famous 
friends, in show business and out. Personal letters and pictures from 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Harry Truman—kings and queens, dukes 
and duchesses, presidents and diplomats, rabbis and cardinals, film 
stars, producers, directors, writers, tycoons and industrialists—~— 
he’s known them all, and many of them, intimately. 

BEGINNING with “The Jazz Singer’ (which he created on 
Broadway and starred in for three years), he became deeply inter- 
ested in religious books, and today has probably the largest 
eollection of such books of any layman in the United States—and 
he’s read them! They line the walls of the library in the house he 
TFecenily purchased in Beverly Hills. 

But George can’t forget his early years—yes, they often come 
back to him with glowingly wonderful memories. Memories such as 
the time after his father’s death when he and his mother went to 
live with her parents. Grandpa Schwartz was a tailor, who added 
to a meagre income by pressing pants while customers waited. To 
divert impatient customers, he asked young George to sing for 
them. One night, Grandpa Schwartz did more; he took the boy to 
a lodee meeting with him and had him sing there. 


GUOuGiE NEEDED no further encouragement. From the meet- 
fing he went straight to the Imperial Theatre, on 116th Street off 
Lenox Avenue, to try to get a job as a singer. In those days, every 
eity movie theatre had “intermission singers,’ who sang to the 
accompaniment of illustrated slides flashed on the screen. As it 
happened, the manager had just hired two other boy singers, but he 
liked George’s voice and decided that the three could sing together 
=—as the Imperial Trio. The other two were Walter Winchell and 
Jack Wiener, now a Hollywood film agent. Because the law for- 
bade children under sixteen to appear on the stage, they sang in 
the orchestra pit, for twelve dollars a week. 

To cut expenses, the manager fired the trio, but kept Geprge 
®n to sing solo, and put a sign out in front: “It’s worth five cents 
alone to hear litthe George Jessel sing.” Nearly thirty years later, 
“Waiter Winchell wrote: “And it still goes!”

visa granted by the U. S. Consul 
at Berlin went to a three-year-old 
Jewish orphaned girl brought 
happiness to a 36-year-old New 
York sergeant and his wife. 

Last October, Sgt. Bert Simons 
of the 103rd Infantry Division 
visited a Berlin Jewish orphan- 
age. A small child ran up to him 
with outstretched arms and a 
smile on her lips. On the spot 
Set. Simons decided to adopt 
little Bella. But he reckoned 
without the Army and Official red 
tape. 

In order to adopt the child he 
had to remain in Germany for 
six months after he had com- 
pleted his overseas tour of duty. 
During the time of arranging the 
adoption, Sergeant Simons twice 
had to get a three-month over- 
stay in Germany. Once Bella was 
transferred from the orphanage 
to an UNRRA camp at Bergen- 
Belsen in the British zone. Ser- 
geant Simons went there, was 
refused permission to see her. So 
he kidnaped her and returned her 
to Berlin. 

His commanding officer forgave 
him and arranged to have him 
made Bella’s official warden, 
Bella, who is thirty-two inches 
tall and weighs thirty-four 
pounds, has gained ten pounds 
since she met her new father. 

With the granting of Bella’s 
visa, both the child and her new 
father are free to come home. It 
is expected that both will be 
home within three months. 

In Brooklyn, Mrs. Jeanne 
Simons received the good news 
with enthusiasm. “I just can’t 
wait for her to get here,” Mrs. 
Simons said. “I wish she and 
Bert could come on the same 
boat, but I suppose that’s too 
much to expect. I’m not getting 
any clothes for her in advance, 
It’ll be sueh fun to take her shop- 
ping with me. She’s a wonderful 
child. Bert said she responds to 
everything. She’s even learning 
English. She’s cute as a button.” 
Mrs. Simons kept showing a 
cable from her husband. It read: 
“Darling, you have just become a 
mother. Father and daughter do- 
ing well.”

I am indeed sorry that our cor- 
respondent failed to mention 
Jack’s testimony gnd I want to 
urge our correspondents wher- 
ever possible to give credit to 
their local Anglo-Jewish paper. 
When I was trying to organize 
the Anglo-Jewish publishers into 
an association I _ continually 
stressed the point that if the pub- 
lishers do not accord one another 
proper recognition in their col- 
umn, then how can other Jewish 
leaders be expected to know and 
appreciate what they’re doing. 

For instance, except for this 
paper, as far as I know, no Jew- 
ish news agency or no other An- 
glo-Jewish paper has given credit 
to The Jewish Examiner of Brook- 
lyn for raising over $13,000 
through its column for a Jewish 
G. I. named Masor who lost both 
legs and one arm in the war. Yet 
this is one of the finest achieve- 
ments of any Jewish paper. 

While I’m at it I want to pay 
my tribute to The Sentinel’s clear 
understanding in its editorial pol- 
icy that the fight of the Jews and 
the Negro and other minorities is 
al. one and the same and that only 
by a cooperative campaign will 
justice be won most quickly for all 
concerned. In our younger days 
The Post used to swing as wild- 
ly and belligerently as does The 
Sentinel today, and I don’t know 
whether our growing sense of re- 
sponsibility has made our edi- 
torial page better or worse.

SERMON OF THE WEEK 

“But, Rabbi, ’'m Proud I’m a 
Jew!”’—Rabbi H. E. Snyder at 
Brith Sholom Temple, Spring- 
field, Ia. 
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Youth Speaks Out Bluntly Mr. Monsky 


OUTH has a way in its blunt boldness 

of speaking truths which adults because 

of their attention to the niceties of conventional 

society often are afraid to voice. So it is with 

a report by Gerald Handel, one of the editors of 

The Student Zionist in the current issue of that 

publication of the Intercollegiate Zionist Fed- 

eration of America. The report is on the recent 

third session of The American Jewish Con- 
ference. 

The report is printed herewith almost in full, 
but just to bring it up to date from a news 
standpoint, what has happened to the implemen- 
tation of that resolution on the future of the 
Conference? Appointment of the committee 
was authorized at a recent Interim committee 
meeting, but no announcement has been made 
of its composition or its activities. The Post this 
week was in receipt of several news releases of 
the recent meeting both of the Interim Com- 
mittee of the Conference and of its Executive, 
and therein are listed the appointment of sev- 
eral committees, but nowhere was there to be 
found the appointment of this committee whose 
birth consumed almost all of the time at the 
third session. 

Herewith is the article in question: 

There was nothing historic about the Third 
Session of the American Jewish Conference. 
There was little to distinguish it from the gen- 
erality of Jewish gatherings. Its most prom- 
inent characteristic was the painfully usual 
parade of speakers who are on the program not 
so much because of what they have to say as 
because of who they are. The featured speak- 
er of the Conference was to have been Dr. Zal- 
man Grinberg, President of The Central Com- 
mittee of Liberated Jews of Bavaria, flown 
especially from Europe to address the delegates, 
And his address could have been a profoundly 
moving account of the attitudes and sentiments 
of European Jewry. But his talk was an anti- 
climax, Stephen Wise’s comments to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, because no less than 
half a dozen preceding speakers dealt with the 
same matters, dealt with them in laborious 
fashion, casting no new light on old matters, 
but each feeling he had the right to register 
his individual wrath. Of all the speakers, only 
the man of letters Louis Lipsky succeeded in 
striking the core of contemporary Jewish trag- 
edy. His prophet-like catalogue of United Na- 
tions sin, a paragraph in which every one of 
thirteen sentences began, “It is since Hitler 
fell . . .,"” rang out like the toll of Judgment 
Day. That paragraph would have sufficed for 
all the three-day profusion of oratory in which 
it was dissolved. 

The delegates, drowned in the ceaseless flow 
of words from the platform, could not possibly 
have established contact with Jewish reality. 
No human being can respond to a stimulus 
so unremittingly administered as six or seven 
recountings of the Jewish plight in a space of 
two days. And it is not to be wondered at, there- 
fore, if the delegates, having been orated into a 
state of insensibility, gave almost no evidence 
of life. The atmosphere of almost the entire 
three-day session was one of dull, clock-like 
regularity, people seemingly believing that they 
were proceeding with business of great moment 
but registering only the mock-solemnity of 
automatons. ... 

But what indications of boldness did our 
leadership display? The greatest single issue 
before this Cleveland Session was the future 
of the Conference. When Henry Monsky, Presi- 
dent of B’nai B’rith, invited other Jewish leaders 
to a meeting in’Pittsburg in January, 1943, for 
the purpose of convening an American Jewish 
Assembly (the name was later changed to 
American Jewish Conference), he made it plain 
that B’nai B’rith’s participation was contingent 
upon the specific exclusion of the problems of 
American Jewry from the scope of activities of 
the Conference. This was to be an American 
Jewish Conference for European Jews. Since 
that Pittsburgh meeting, sentiment of the Jew- 
ish community for a permanent democratic 
Jewish organization to be concerned with the 
totality of Jewish life has gathered strength 
from day to day: This was faintly felt at the 
First Session in New York in September, 1943,

Jewish Hospital in Chicago Should Admit A 
Negro Interne Says Rabbi G. George Fox in 
The Sentinel—The condition of the Negro Stud- 
ent who wishes to study medicine, is infinitely 
worse than ours. He can hardly get into either 
a school or a hospital. Only a trickle of colored 
boys are admitted into medical schools, but 
there are some. 

We now propose something which ought to 
appeal to every right-minded Jew. We have 
two great hospitals in Chicago. “We Jews 
know,” as Julius Rosenwald used to say, “the 
bitterness and the injustice of prejudice.” We 
propose that one of the Jewish hospitals, at 


omy knew all this. But acknowledging reality 
meant changing comfortable habits, a painful 
process. And so they sidestepped their oppor. 
tunity. It was interesting to watch the “little 
men” clash with their leaders. The trumpet 
call to battle was sounded by Rabbi Maurice N, 
EFisendrath, Director of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, chairman of the open. 
ing plenary session, and Ezra Shapiro, presi- 
dent .of the Jewish Community Council of 
Cleveland, both of whom found themselves in 
the role of umpire. Henry Monsky sat staring 
straight ahead while the delegates applauded 
their references to a permanent democratic 
Jewish organization. And when Monsky him. 
self took the floor, the man who had the vision 
to invite Jewish leaders to unite in creating 
a Conference to deal with the problems of those 
other Jews had this to offer, “If there is a 
spirit of good-will among delegates to bring 
about the machinery, it may be possible, if the 
functions are properly circumscribed so as not 
to do more harm than good.” He then referred 
‘mysteriously to negotiations going on in one of 
the hotel rooms upstairs among leaders of the 
various blocs. Translated into plain English 
was more insistent at the Second Session in 
Pittsburgh in December, 1944, and became im- 
portunate at the Third Session in Cleveland in 
February, 1946. In inverse proportion to this 
sentiment went Jewish fortunes the world over, 
Now with the end of the war, only one major 
Jewish community outside of Palestine emerged 
unscathed, that in the United States. Intact, it 
alone of the diaspora communities is in a posi- 
tion to build a dynamic Jewish life, to create 
a Jewish community that will generate a cen- 
tripetal force among Jews, and—not incident- 
ally—that will enable it to muster a good deal 
more strength for the assistance of European 
Jewry. 


The leaders of the various national organiza- 
tions which enjoy a gisastrous kind of auton- 
his words said, “If B’nai B’rith Anti-Defacation 
League is permitted to go about its business, 
we in B’nai B’rith might consider joining a 
permanent Jewish representative body.” Then, 
in an offhand manner, he remarked that, of 
course, it might take ten or fifteen years to 
create such an organization. His tone indi- 
cated that he wasn’t too perturbed over the 
prospect. 

The result of those mysterious negotiations 
was made public at the session devoted to or- 
ganization. The Committee reported out a reso- 
lution “instructing the Interim Committee to 
explore the possibilities of establishing a per- 
manent democratic Jewish organization.” And 
for the only time in the course of the Third 
Session the delegates came to life. They pro- 
posed amendment after amendment, varying 
from making this American Jewish Conference 
the new permanent organization on the spot, 
to putting teeth into the proposed resolution 
by requiring the Interim Committee to have a 
report ready by the time the Fourth Session 
convened no later than fifteen months from the 
Third. All the amendments were defeated as 
the result of pleas from the platform that the 
delegates were in danger of destroying the del- 
icate balance achieved by the painstaking nego- 
tiations. 

And then came the most stirring moment 
of the entire session. Dr. James G. Heller, for- 
mer president of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis, and former national chair- 
man of the United Palestine Appeal, delivered 
a dramatic denunciation of the proposed meth- 
ods for creating a permanent Assembly, and 
finished by declaring, “The Conference has fal- 
tered upon the prerogatives of the national or- 
ganizations.” 

But, seemingly vision is only evoked by 
crisis. And American Jewry, presumably, is 
not yet in so precarious a state as to insure 
vision in its leaders. This was a time for bold- 
ness, not faltering, this the time for our leaders 
to meet the problems of our Jewish community 
in a “bolder and more constructive way.” But 
prerogatives take priority over foresight and 
we falter while yet hailing our achievements— 
until jolted by a harsher, less pliant reality.

The resignation of Rabbi 
Ahron Opher as assistant to the 
director of the Synagogue Coun- 
cil should bring the threatened 
paralysis of Jewish religious life 
in America into sharp focus. 


As a Rabbi, I have become a 
bit weary of all the secular or- 
ganizations in Jewish life, which 
demand that the synagogue give 
them help, but do nothing to en- 
courage the synagogue. Lately, 
I have refused the requests of 
the B’nai B'rith, both adult and 
youth groups, the Council of 
Jewish Women, the Zionist Or- 
ganization, the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, and sundry or- 
ganizations for a special Friday 
evening service to be conducted 
either by their membership, or 
dedicated by me to them. When 
one of these and similar organi- 
zations would want to use the 
synagogue to further their own 
ends, their representatives look 
at me with an uncomprehending 
stare when I say to them, “If I 
degicate a Friday evening to your 
organization, when will your or- 
ganization reciprocate by dedi- 
cating one of your meetings to 
the Temple, or any synagogue?” 
It is tragic that National Jewish 
Book Week should have been 
promoted under the auspices of 
the Jewish Welfare Board, and 
not a religious organization. It 
is pitiful that the announced or- 
ganization last week of an asso- 
ciation for Jewish Liturgical 
Music should be under the aus- 
pices of the J.W.B. and not a 
synagogue group. If liturgical 
music does not belong in a syna- 
gogue, what then does? 

The octopi in Jewish life are 
out to get a stranglehold on all 


phases of Jewish life. Rabbi 
Opher’s resignation spotlights 
the danger. 


One of the dangers, of course, 
is that organizations founded 


SECULAR BODIES 


specifically for a certain purpose, 
refuse to acknowledge that their 
usefulness is limited, or even 
ended, and attempt to branch out. 
I know for instance, that in the 
Rogers Park district of Chicago, 
a B’nai Brith Lodge had the 
audacity to ask the neighborhood 
Rabbi, whose congregation was 
struggling through the depres- 
sion, to help organize in a hall 
a special service for the High 
Holy Days under B’nai B'rith 
auspices. Since when is B'nai 
Brith such an exclusive club 
that it cannot worship’ with 
others 

The J.W.B., for instance, was 
organized in the last war for the 
specific purpose of caring for 
Jewish servicemen. When _ the 
war was over, the J.W.B., with 
vast amounts at its disposal, per- 
petuated itself by encouraging 
the secular Jewish Center, and 
Y.M.H.A.’s in our communities, at 
the expense of synagogal growth. 
And now at the close of World 
War II, the J.W.B. finds itself 
such a tremendous organization, 
it would be preposterous to think 
that it will voluntarily acknowl- 
edge that its job is done. Instead, 
we may expect the J.W.B. to in- 
tensify its efforts to remain a 
factor on the American Jewish 
scene. 

Similar indictments may be 
made against any number of 
American Jewish organizations. 

And the interesting thing is 
how any of these “vested in- 
terests,” as Rabbi Opher terms 
them, will vehemently deny that 
they have been overstepping 
their original purposes, and how 
many of them will trot out the 
terms “growth” and “expansion” 
to justify their position.

SEEKS JEWISH ORGANIZATION THAT WILL 
ACT; SAYS U. S. JEWS INDIFFERENT 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I am writing to you because 
I am greatly disturbed about the 
lassitude of American Jewry 
toward the misery of their 
brothers in Europe and Asia. We 
seem to be lacking the stamina 
to take action. The work done by 
the various Jewish relief agen- 
cies is praiseworthy, and so is 
the support given them by Amer- 
ican Jewry. Money, however, 
does not suffice. We need an or- 
ganization which will dedicate 
itself to arousing the peoples of 
the world about the plight and 
exploitation of Judaism, and 
which will attempt to put sub- 
stance into the struggle of the 
Jews for freedom and liberty. 


Zionists are selling shekolim 
now, in order to determine the 
number of delegates which will 
be sent to the coming World 
Zionist Congress. I shall buy my 
shekel because I am an ardent 
Zionist, but will I be able to de- 
termine the selection of our dele- 
gates, or will I, as an individual 
be able to voice my opinion in 
the instruction of our delegates? 
Zionism is decadent today and 
does not follow the lines laid 
down by Dr. Theodor Herzf, the 
founder of Political Zionism. 
Zionism has been toyed with by 
our leaders, and has been played 
up in an egotistical manner, 


: being presented as a problem set 


a 


apart from others, and demand- 
ing special attention. 

I still am waiting for our lead- 
ers to connect Zionism with the 
struggle for freedom of the sup- 
pressed people irrespective of 
race, creed, or color. Zionism 
must be an integral part of the 
fight against imperialism of any 
kind, be it the suppression of 
India, or the threat of atomic 
warfare. If Zionism does not re- 
orientate itself into these chan- 
nels, and if Zionism persists in 
its segregation from the com- 
munity of democracy-loving peo- 
ple, it will never accomplish the 
tasks given it by the Jews. This 
is not a time for special atten- 
tion, nor is it a time for legal 
quibbling and hackling; rather 
it is a time demanding action, 
common sense, and convictions. 


The degradation of political 
Zionism, however, is not the only 
problem which causes me _ so 
much grief. What has been done 
by us to alleviate the dire emer- 
gency in Europe? Have we 
shown our brethren through ac- 
tions that we have not forgotten 
that they still exist? Let us con- 
sider some of the following ex- 
amples of inaction, and then let 
someone be bold enough to in- 
sist that the reaction of the 
American Jews has increased the 
morale, and the desire to live, in 


the hearts of our suppressed co- 
religionists. 


We sat by idly when Judge Rif- 
kind presented his report deal- 
ing with anti-Semitism in the 
DP camps. We shook our fists in 
self-righteous indignation when 
we read about the murder of a 
Jewish youth in Vienna by a 
mob of former Nazis, but we did 
not rise in unanimous protest. 
We saw the pictures of the 
wooden freighter moored to the 
piers of La Spezia harbor, and 
we saw the dejected looks on 
some of the faces of the 1014 
Jews; we read about the hunger 
strike of seventeen Jewish lead- 
ers in Jerusalem to _ protest 
against the treatment of these 
1014 Jews, but there were no let- 
ters to our Congressmen, and 
there was no intervention sought 
to effect their immigration. 
(“Why should we protest in their 
favor, when the Anglo-American 
Inquiry Commission reported 
favorably on the admission of 
one hundred thousand Jews to 
Palestine? Did that report not 
solve the problem-”) We heard 
about the speech of the president 
of the Austrian Nationalrat 
(equivalent of our Senate) con- 
cerning Jews, but we did not de- 
mand his imprisonment. This is 
what he said: “We do not want 
Polish Jews to settle in this coun- 
try; as a matter of fact, we do 
not want any Jews at all. I have 


always been an anti-Semite, and

CLAIMS A.D.L. ONLY MADE MATTERS 
WORSE BY AGREEMENT WITH F.B.I.

The foes of the so-called “hush- 
hush” policy have long ranted and 
raved at the agencies who fight 
anti-Semitism in this country— 
the so-called “defense” or “civic 
protective” agencies. Yet, when 
driven to the wall to back up their 
contentions with concrete fact, 
they are often compelled to re- 
sort once again to the device of 
polemic—and the agency goes on 
its way placid and untrammeled. 
Below, your correspondent wishes 
to cite one example of the ex- 
tremes of self-abasement which 
characterize these groups, in or- 
der to show how the decrepitude 
of their philosophy of Jewish life 
reflects in day-to-day relations to 
the outside, Gentile world. 

I have before me a copy of 
the February 1946 issue of the 
bulletin and Washington News 
Letter of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. Heading 
the first page is an item “F.B.I.” 
the first page is an item “F.B.I. 
Drops ‘Jew’ in Criminal Identifica- 
tion.” We are then told the story 
of how representations were 
made to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation by the ADL’s Wash- 
ington office, pointing out that 
“wanted” notices concerning crim- 
inals and fugitives do not identify 
persons of other religious back- 
grounds, therefore the terms 
“Jew” or “Jewish” should like- 
wise be eliminated. To this, the 
F. B. I. was prepared to assent. 
However, the ADL suggested, 
that in those cases where reli- 
gious designation is felt to be of 
necessty, phraseology such as 
“Attends Jewish synagogue,” 
“Frequent Jewish community” be 
used! This, presumably, reflects 
no anti-Semitic bias on the part 
of the government, whereas the 
simple designation “Jew” does! 

Certainly anyone who would im- 
pute sinister anti-Jewish motives 
to the F. B. I. would be considered 
out of his mind by any right- 
thinking citizen. Therefore, why 
did the F. B. I. use the term “Jew” 
originally, and why is the casuis-

tic change wrought by the ADL 
supposedly more pleasing? 

The answer is very simple. The 
term “Jew” carries with it a cer- 
tain definite group connotation. 
The ADL rightly claims that the 
Jews are not an ethnic group. But 
in their attempt to do fifth-col- 
umn work at the expense of those 
(including the FBI) who recog- 
nize rightly that Jews tend to 
agglomerate, that they have cer- 
tain common group characteristics 
which serve to identify them—in 
Short, that they are a people— 
the ADL has succeeded at noth- 
ing more or less than casting 
what may in some cases be a Jast- 
ing stigma on the Jewish religion, 
or on the Jewish community as a 
whole. If a “Wanted” poster 
identifying a criminal is circus 
lated, as they truly are, in every, 
village post-office and every po- 
lice station in the land, let me ask 
the rabbis: Which would you pre- 
fer: “Jew” or “attends Jewish 
Synagogue?” Or the heads of our 
community councils: Which would 
you prefer: “Jew” or “frequents 
Jewish community”? The answers 
are obvious. 

All this is irrespective of the 
lack of truth in the designation, 
Although the Jews do have the 


lowest criminal rate of any group 
in our population, the rare Jewe 
ish criminal is not likely to be 


the synagogue-attending Jew, or 
the community-conscious 
These facts are self-evident. 
It is high time that American 
Jewry woke up to the realization 
that it is nursing a viper within 
its bosom, and suckling it with 
millions —an “Anti-Defamation” 
League whch engages in defamas 
tion fully as much 
defamation.

This Week in Jewish History

NTI-SEMITIC riots in Eliza- 
bethgrad begin series of 
excesses against Jews in South- 
ern Russia. After assassination 
of Alexander II, his reactionary 
son, Alexander III, came to the 
Russian throne. The 
April 28, ascension of the new 
1881 monarch was a signal 
for anti-Semitic groups 
to go into action. The Elizabeth- 
grad troubles were touched off 
during an argument in an inn 
about Blood Libel. Incredible 
barbaries were carried out with 
the co-operation of the police. 
Some 500 homes and more than 
100 Jewish business  establish- 
ments were destroyed and many 
persons were killed. Property to 
the extent of 2,000,000 roubles 
was stolen or destroyed. The 
Elizabethgrad outrages spread to 
other communities and within a 
few weeks massacres of Jews 
throughout Southern Russia be- 
came as prevalent as those of the 
Middle Ages. It was thus that 
began the great wave of Jewish 
migration from eastern Europe 
to America. Today, more than 70 
per cent of the Jewish com- 
munity in the United States orig- 
inates from eastern Europe.

Death of Joshua de Silva. He 
was Officially the first “Chacham” 
of the Sephardic community of 

London. The title 

April 29, “Chacham” among sep- 
1670 hardic Jews is equival- 
ent to that of rabbi 

among the Ashkenazic Jews. Up- 
on his death his sermons were 
published in a memorial volume. 
These sermons were the first de- 
livered in England and were, of 
course, published in Spanish. In 
passing it is worthwhile mention- 
ing that the Sephardic Jews do 
not speak Yiddish but Ladino 
which is the Spanish Yiddish. Be- 
cause the great majority of 
American Jews stem from East- 
ern and Central Europe, Yiddish 
is common here. The Sephardic 


communities still maintain their 
own jargon which is Ladino. Up- 
on his death Joshua da Silva was 
succeeded as Chacham of Lon- 
don’s Sephardic Jews by Jacob 
Abendana, translator of the “Cuz- 
ari” into Ladino.

Decree ordering Jews to leave 
Spain publicly announced. The 
Edict of Expulsion was issued a 

month earlier but it 

April 30, wasn’t made public un- 
1492 til April 30, 1492. Ac- 
cording to the order, 

the Jews were permitted to dis- 
pose of their property as well as 


“they were able and could take 


with them goods and chattels, 
but neither gold nor silver nor 
precious stones. No good Chris- 
tian, on penalty of the confisca- 
tion of his possessions, could give 
shelter or assistance to the ban- 
ished people after the expiration 
of the four months they were al- 
lowed to remain in the country. 
The edict was a stunning blow. 
For 1,500 years the forbears of 
the Jews had lived in the Iberian 
Peninsula; they had contributed 
liberally to its wealth and cul- 
ture. Now suddenly they were 
turned adrift—compelled to dis- 
pose of homes, of debts, of all 
possessions, within a_ limited 
period, in a falling market; for- 
bidden to take other bills of ex- 
change with them. Even the ex- 
pulsions from France and Eng- 
land had been more humane.

Death of Moses Isserles, Polish 
rabbi and code annotator. A mem- 
ber of a distinguished family, he 

was comparatively young 

May 1, when he was chosen as 
1572 associate rabbi in Cra- 
cow, and from far-away 
countries scholars submitted to 
him questions of religious law. 
His wide knowledge in all 
branches of Jewish learning en- 
abled him to furnish the “Cloth” 
“Mappah’’—so he called his an- 
notations—for Caro’s “Prepared 


Table” (“Shulchan Aruch”). In 
these supplementary notes Isser- 
les incorporated the _ religious 
customs of Germany and Poland 
and the decision of the German 
rabbinical authorities when they 
clashed with opinions of the 
Spanish school followed by Caro. 
Thus only did the ‘“Shulchan 
Aruch” obtain a footing amon 
the Jews of Poland and Ger- 
many, and the influence of the 
combined work has been mani- 
fest in Jewish life to our times.

Death of Rabbi Meir of Roth- 
enburg, tosafist, codifier and 
liturgical poet. He was a volum- 

inous writer and the 
May 2, greatest Talmudic au- 
1293 thority of his period. It 
was his activities in be- 
half of a proposed mass migra- 
tion of Jews to Palestine, inspired 
by the many massacres, which 
brought upon him his famed im- 
prisonment. He had gone to Eng- 
land to meet with a group of the 
Jewish pilgrims who were plan- 
ning the trip to Palestine. When 
he arrived in London he was de- 
nounced by an apostate, and by 
instructions of the bishop he was 
seized and sent back to Germany. 
He was imprisoned by the em- 
peror at Ensisheim, near Colmar 
and kept in close confinement, 
though his disciples were p&- 
mitted to visit him for instruc- 
tion. The Jewish community was 
prepared to pay a ransom fee of 
20,000 silver marks to have him 
freed but the great sage refused 
to permit his co-religionists to 
make the payment for fear it 
would serve as a precedent for 
future extortion. Rabbi Meir re- 
mained in prison until May 2, 
1293 when he died in his 73d year. 
However, the authorities refused 
to give up his body without the 
payment of a ransom fee. This 
was done years later by a Frank- 
fort Jew, whose reward was be- 
ing buried, upon his death, next 
to the great teacher at Worms.

I shall never cease to be one. I 
am proud of it.” 


We read in the papers how 
Nazis who had confiscated Jew- 
ish property took back the for- 
mer owners as their, the Nazis’ 
partners (!) in order to prevent 
denazification proceedings against 
these criminals, but we did not 
do anything. We read about 
Nazis basking in the glory and 
comfort of their illegally ob- 
tained wealth, and we read about 
the wild parties they threw for 
our officers in their lavishly dec- 
orated. mansions, and we also 
read about the Jews who live in 
rotten DP camps, but we did 
nothing in protest. Did we know 
that there were about one thou- 
sand and five hundred Jews, 
refugees from Burma, who are 
faced with dire emergencies, and 
who may be forced to return to 
devastated Rangoon? What did 
we do to rehabilitate them? I 
have served in that part of the 
world. I know that their future 
bears from them only sorrow and 
privation. 


I could go on for many more 
pages, but I believe that I have 
presented enough evidence to 
substantiate my demand: the 
formation of a Jewish organiza- 
tion which will go out and act, 
which will fight for the rehabili- 
tation of Jewry, which will give 
moral support to supplement the 
relief work, and which will make 
the world conscious that every 
third Jew has given his life for 
the cause of freedom and de- 
mocracy. We need a committee 
which will demand that we be 





heard by the assembly of the na- 
tions, and which will constitute 
a pressure group to see that in- 
equities are righted. 

I have taken to the pen be- 
cause I desire to help, but have 
not yet found an organization 
dedicated to such work. I would 
appreciate it if you could find 
space in your paper to publish 
this letter.

Farewell to Arms 


okey writing of a weekly column can be a harrowing experience 
at times, only one-seventh as nerve wracking as the penning 
of a daily column, to be sure, but ennervating and aggravating none- 
theless. And I sit before a borrowed typewriter now trying in vain 
to concentrate on the production of my weekly stint, but under great 
handicaps. 


For one thing, I have just undergone that thrilling and exhilirat- 
ing experience known as separation from the armed forces. Psycholo- 
gists have so long been warning civilians on the treatment of re- 
turning servicemen, as if they represented peculiar and abnormal 
problems, that I have psycho-analyzed myself into a state of near 
frenzy in an effort to be perfectly natural. The transition from 
military to cvilian life requires, more than anything else, a change 
in pace. Despite public opinion to the contrary, there is an unhurried, 
leisurely air about everything the army does. Swift movements, 
rushed orders, are always interspersed between long, long periods 
of waiting. The army is a huge, bulky machine which moves cum- 
bersomely and deliberately. Army administrative procedure always 
reminds me of a pre-historic monster. What tremendous power 
must have been necessary to overcome the inertia of those huge 
bodies, and how deliberately they must have moved, placing first 
one, then another huge leg before them, as they lumbered clumsily 
along.

THE PACE is different in civilian life, and one is temporarily be- 
wildered by the unaccustomed tempo. 


To make matters even worse, I find myself in New York City, 
where one likewise finds it difficult to maintain fair sense of propor- 
tion. It is regrettable that so many of American Jewry’s leaders live 
in New York, and that so much of the activity and “business” of 
the Jewish community nationally comes from the metropolis, for 
this city is in a world apart from the rest of American Jewry. It 
is no accident that the Jews of the “provinces,” Detroit, Atlanta, In- 
dianapolis, Omaha and elsewhere sometimes rebel against the domi- 
nation of Jewish affairs by New York Jewry, for the perspective 
and, hense the understanding of American life is different. 

The contrast is not all to the discredit of one area or the other. 
In behalf of New York, be it said, one may find more intensive and 
more fruitful Jewish living there, The opportunities for Jewish 
study, the lectures, the concerts, the theatre, are well known. 
Synagogues are everywhere within reach; facilities make possible 
dietary observance with ease; one may obtain the companionship 
and friendship of stimulating minds. Life in New York, Jewishly 
speaking, may be rich and satisfying. 

* * * 


ON THE OTHER HAND, in the process of enrichment some- 
thing of human value has been lost. The warmth of life in the 
small Jewish community is completely unknown in New’ York. 
Compare the compact, friendly, well organized Jewry in Jackson- 
ville (or any other medium sized city) with the sprawling, hetero- 
genous, disorganized mass of two and a half million Jews in New 
York. Jewishly speaking the provinces may be more ignorant, for 
lack of access to sources of information which New York takes 
for granted, but the feeling of responsibility, for Jewish life is 
greater. The proportion of unsynagogued, or unaffiliated, is far 
less in the small city. Indeed, it has always amazed me to observe 
how hundreds and hundreds of thousands of Jews can live in New 
York, surrounded by. all the religious and cultural opportunities 
there, and yet remain as oblivious and as detached as if they were 
in a desert thousands of miles away. 


These are observations induced at the moment not merely by 





my presence in New York; I have spent much time there on pre- 


vious occasions. 


But now, returning to civilian life, and seeking to 


resume the interrupted threats of life, this provincial young man 
finds it necessary to make a crucial decision. Discarding for the 
moment otherwise important economic factors, -the question is: 
Shall I take up residence in New York and abandon, forever, the 


quiet, warm, friendly, unhurried, 


human atmosphere of life in a 





small city? It is not an easy decsion to make.

Rabbi Wise Terms 
Rankin ‘Treasonable’

NEW YORK—Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise, president of the American 
Jewish Congress, characterized 
Representative John Rankin of 
Mississippi, as “the most treason- 
able enemy of American democ- 
racy” and recommended that he 
be “banished from its life.” 

The Jewish leader made the 
charge at a mass meeting in 
Manhattan Center sponsored by 
the Manhattan division of the 
American Jewish Congress “to 
combat the rising tide of race 
hatred in the United States.” He 
told the 2,500 persons present 
that he challenged Mr. Rankin 
to meet in open court where, he 
remarked, the Representative 
would not be “protected by the 
Halls of Congress.” 

After denouncing race hatred, 
Dr. Wise declared: “I’m sorry 
for those who raise the flag of 
bigotry. They are bound to de- 
stroy themselves.”

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Jewish Refugee Wins DSC for Heroism on 
Okinawa; Heads All-Refugee J.W.V. Post 











NEW YORK—Described by his commanding officer on Oki- 
nawa as “the bravest man I ever met,” a 27-year-old refugee 
from Germany who served as a U. S. Army medic in some of 
the war’s toughest battles on Pacific islands, was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross by command of Gen. “Vinegar Joe” 
Stilwell on April 28 at a public ceremony in Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., for “gallantry and intrepidity at the risk of his 
life above and beyond the call of duty.” 

The refugee hero is slim, wiry T/5 Leo Rosskamm, a native 
of Merlau, Oberhessen, Germany, who came to the United States 
in August 1939 after six months of. torture in the Buchenwald 
Concentration Camp. He is one of the long roster of refugees 
assisted by the National Refugee Service, constituent agency of 
the United Jewish Appeal, who have repaid America’s hospitality 
with heroic war service. 

Heads All Refugee J.W.V. Post 

The DSC, one of the highest American military decorations 
was conferred on Rosskamm at a ceremony arranged by the 
New York State Department and the Kings County Council of 
the Jewish War Veterans of the United States at which 1,1000 
new members were inducted. Among those present were many 
of Rosskamn’s 130 buddies in the 100-percent refugee Henry 
Sander. Post 357 of the Jewish War Veterans, of which Ross- 
kamm is senior vice commander. 

“He’s a real hero and he stands out even among medical 
aid men who are all heroes,” said Rosskamm’s commanding of- 
ficer, Lt. A. M. Oshlag, First Battalion Medical Detachment, 
106th Infantry, 27th Division, when interviewed on Okinawa, 

Only Anxious To Repay Debt 

Rosskamm grinned and said: ‘‘I am trying to do what I can. 
I owe plenty to the United States and I am anxious to repay it.” 

The citation awarding the DSC to the young refugee de- 
scribes how Rosskman, in several battles on Okinawa during 
April, 1945, repeatedly dashed into direct Japanese fire to care 
for wounded buddies and carry them to safety, protected them 
with his own body, and refused to quit even when seriously 
wounded himself. 

“The intrepidity and extraordinary heroism displayed by 
Technician Rosskmann,” the citation reads, “was a source of 
deep inspiration to all who witnessed his acts, which were per- 
formed in the finest tradition of the United States Military Serv- 
ice.” 

Worked in Indianapolis 

Rosskamm was released from Buchenwald when his U.S. 
visa was granted. He arrived in the United States in the sum- 
mer of 1939. Rosskamm held several jobs in New York City and 
Indianapolis as a dishwasher, soda clerk, and butcher’s helper. 
He was helped in his job hunt by the National Refugee Service. 
Then, on January 29, 1941, he volunteered for the Army. 

Also living in New York now is Rosskmann’s sister Mata. 
He does not know the present whereabouts of other members 
of his family, including his parents, Joseph and Telka Ross- 
kamm, who remained in Germany, another sister, Frieda, last 
known to be in France, and a brother, Arthur.

BLAME LOW MORALE AS 1.000 DP’s 
ATTACK GERMANS; 2 ARE KILLED

MUNICH—A_ dusk-to-dawn curfew was clamped down 
on the Landsberg camp for displaced Jews following a battle be- 
tween German civilians and Jewish DP’s, during which two of the 
latter were killed and many injured. Forty of the wounded required 
hospitalization. According to the best available information, the dis- 


turbance began when a crowd of 
more than 1,000 DP’s swept into 
the town and attacked German 
civilians, who, according to ru- 
mors, had attacked several Jews. 
It continued for six hours, before 
American military police succeed- 
ed in forcing the DP’s back into 
their camp. 

The rioting was more severe 
because hundreds of Germans 
were in the streets en route to 
or from polling places, where 
they had voted for members of 
new county councils. 

According to Chaplain Abra- 
ham Klausner of Denver, the 
morale in the camp was at low 
ebb, because the inmates were on 
the verge of marking the first 
anniversary of their liberation, 
with no indication as to where 
or when they could find new 
homes and begin rebuilding their 
lives.

JEWS TREK TO SOUTH EUROPEAN PORTS 
SEEKING WAY TO SLIP TO PALESTINE

LONDON—There is a long long trek of Jewish displaced 


persons and refugees from every country in Europe to Palestine, 
reported Mr. Benjamin Mintz, the leader of the Happel Agudas 
Israel, who had been traveling for the Jewish Agency in Pales- 
tine from every country in Europe, not only from Germany, 
Austria and Poland, Jews are trailing to the Mediterranean 
ports and clamoring to get to Palestine. Many march on foot 
for hundreds of miles. The majority of the people are poor and 
live under terrible conditions, but that does not stop them from 
making every effort to get to Palestine. 
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Justice Stern Offers Solution To Palestine Question 








WASHINGTON, D. C.—Deploring the “confused counsels” 
which have racked American Jewry over the question of Palestine, 
Justice Horace Stern of the Pennsylvania Supreme Court, in an ar- 
ticle in the forthcoming May issue of The National Jewish Monthly, 
published by B'nai B’rith, calls upon Zionists and non-Zionists to 
adopt a plan for the future government of Palestine on which all 
can agree. 

Justice Stern, who is a prominent Philadelphia communal leader, 
suggests a five-point program for the establishment of a Jewish 
majority in a democratic Palestine: 

1. There is no single solution to the Jewish problem. At best, 
whatever the future of Palestine, the major portion of the Jewish 
people will have to live in the Diaspora. This makes it imperative 
tc obtain protection and guaranties for Jews in all of the countries 
of the world in which they live or desire to live. 

Wants Zionists, Non-Zionists to Agree on Plan 

2. While Palestine can be a haven for only a part of the Jewish 
people, its development and welfare are of extreme and urgent im- 
portance because of its protentialities as a country in which very 
large numbers of Jews may dwell and because of the sentimental 
and emotional urge of large masses of Jews to live in the land of 
their fathers. It is now vital that Zionists and non-Zionists should 
therefore agree on a plan to be submitted to the United Nations 
for the future government of Palestine and for the determination 
of the status of the Jews with respect to that country. 

3. Immigration to Palestine must be substantial, but should be 
in accordance with the absorptive capacity of the country, as that ca- 
pacity is progressively developed. There must be established some 
objective, reasonable standard or guide by which the immigration 
shall be governed and the number may, from time to time, be de- 
termined. This task should be in the hands of an appropriate agency 
(preferably a commission composed of American jurists, business 
executives, or representative men of affairs generally). The Jewish 
Agency for Palestine should be charged with the duty of carrying 
out the immigration program thus fixed. 


4. Every country should be granted self-government when it 
“comes of age.” In the case of Palestine, however, it is obvious that 
if such government were to be established while the Jews remain in 
the minority, their continued growth and development there might be 
imperiled, and the legislation of the country would not be of a 
nature most conductive to social and economic progress. The aim, 
therefore, should be a Jewish majority in Palestine. 

Government Should Be Democratic, Non-Sectarian 


5. If and when Palestine obtains self-government, the govern- 
ment should be a democratic, non-sectarian one modelled upon that 
of the U.S., the name and flag of the country to indicate its character. 
Palestine would be “Jewish” only in the sense that the Jewish 
population, protected by a majority status, would have the oppor- 
tunity for free and full development, with the United Nations guar- 
anteeing the observance of the conditions herein set forth.
